' ‘The following is a statement by F. 
C. Walcott, who served as an assist- 
ant to Mr. Hoover during the time 
‘America was doing all that was pos- 
sible to feed the starving millions of 
Belgium and Poland and northern 
France. In this work he was brought 
fu direct contact with German military 
officials, and saw the conditions which 
the German invasion had crea‘ed 
among the civilian population ;

First the Russian army swept through 
it gnd then the Germans, Along the 
roadside from Warsaw to Pinsk, the 
present firing line, 280 miles, nearly 
half a milion people had died of han- 
ger and cold. The way was strewn 
with their bones picked clean by the 
crows. With their wsual thrift, the 
Germans were collecting. the larger 
ones to be milled into fertflizer, but 
finger and toe bones Iny on the groun] 
with the mud-covered and rain-soaked 
clothing.

Famished and 
rain-osaked, they squatted there, with 
their elbows on their knees or Ican- 
ing against the buildings, too feeble 
to lift a hawd for a bit of money ora 
morsel of bread If one offered it, per- 
tshing of hunger and cold.

The rich gave all 
that they had, the poor shared their 
fast crust. Hurdreds of thousands 
were perishing. Day and night the 
pictures is before my eyes—a 
starving, a nation dying.

'on the Pacific, of benefit not only 
to the coast, but to the whole na- 


In a most intelligent 1 manner it 
points out to the War Trade 
Board the problems and condi- 
tions encountered in the Pacific 
trade and how western industries 
are being handicapped under 
present rulings of the board” ina 
way that is injuring the nation 
‘and benefiting only foreign com- 
petitors. 

It shows how the embargo 


creasing available ship tonnage, 1s

are too small for cargo carriers 
needed for war purposes. 

It shows that Japan is at pres- 
ent carrying 80 per cent of our 
commerce and that while we can 
prevent Japan from unloading the 
raw materials at Pacific ports 
where cargoes were formerly dis- 
charged and resold by Aacerican 
firms to other countries, we can- 
not prevent Japan from selling 
the raw matérials to the foreign” ~ 
countries direct. Under this r 
ing ship tonrage is not only in- 
creased, but American industries 
are injured and new lines of com- 
petition are being established 
which it will be hard for us to 
overcome. 

In conclusion the report says: 

“It might not be amiss to call 
attention to the fact-that the Pa- 
cific Coast is contributing very 
largely to the nation’s needs in 
ships, in men and in treasure and 
is proud of its ability to do so,, 
but feels that a certain méastre.

“In order, I was told, to cover the ex- 
termination of the Armenian nation with 
a@ political cloak, military reasons were 
put forward, which were said to make it 
necessary to drive the Armenians out of 
their native seats, which had been theirs 
for 2,500 years, and to deport them to 
the Arabian deserts. I was also teld 
that individual Armenians had lent 
themselves to acts of espionage. - 

“After I had informéd myself about 
the facts and had made inquiries on all 
sides, I came to the conclusion that all 
these accusations against the Armenians 
were, in ‘fact, based on trifling provoca- 
tions, which were taken as an excuse for 
slaughtering 10,000 innocents for one 
guilty person, for the most savage out- 
rages against women and children, and 
fora campaign of starvation against the 
exiles which was intended to extermin- 
ate the whole nation. . . 

“Out of convoys which, when they left 
their humes on the Armenian plateau, 
men, women and children, only two or 
three hundred survivors arrive here in 
the south. The men are slaughtered on 
the-way; the women and girls, with the 
exception of the old, the ugly and those 
who are still children, have been abused 
by Turkish soldiers and officers and then 
carried away to Turtish and Kurdish 
villages, where they have to accept 
Islam. They try to destroy the remnant 
of the convoys by hunger. and thirst. 
Even when they are fording rivers, they 
do not alluw those dying of thirst to 
drink. All the nourishment they receive 
13 a daily ration of a little meal sprink- 
led over their hands, which they lick. off 
‘greedily, and its only effect ig ‘to pro- 
‘tract thelr starvation.” — {pF Martin
